Sev ere D iscip line. 
Tilt* qu ality of tho mitu l which we call 
memory haw been well likened to a store­ 
hou se, into which hav e been thru st, with­ 
ou t any definite order or arrangement, 
p reciou s things and worthless things, 
p riceless treasu res and u seless ru bbish. 
The mechanical task of selecting 
fro m 
the confu sed heap a p articu lar thing 
which is needed is called an effort of (In 
memory , hu t shou ld rather lie called an 
arou sal or ex citation of the memory ; for 
it is all bu t certain that from the v ast 
storehou se nothing ev er disap jKv irs, noth­ 
ing is ev er lost, only when we cannot 
liu d ju st what we want at the time we 
want it, we say we hav e forgotten. 
It may bo a bold assertion to say that 
wo nev er forget; that is, that nothing i; 
ov er absolu tely lost bey ond the p ossibility 
of recollection, or regatbering, as th» 
word means, bu t the facts l» ear ou t tin 
claim that in the strict sense of the word 
we nev er forget. 
It is a common ex p ression to say that 
one p erson has a mu ch finer memory than 
another; bu t it only means that the on»* 
lias the p ower of selecting ami arranging 
which the other has nev er cu ltiv ated, «>r 
which lias become weakened throu gh 
disease. It is u ndou btedly tru » ? that some 
hav e a higher natu ral p ower of this kind, 
ju st as some men’s mu scles are natu rally 
stronger than others; bu t the facu lty ex 
ists in all who are of sou nd mind, am 
can certainly bo cu ltiv ated to a » legre» 
which seems ex traordinary to those who 
hav o nev er looked into or thou ght u p on 
t.'ie su bject. 
Cu ltiv ation of the art of memory 
which, by the way , is a singu larly ex act 
ex p ression for the p rocess— is a matter 
u p on which mu ch thou ght and attention 
hav e lieen bestowed, and as to which 
op inions hav e widely dillercd. 
Tho lit 
eratu re of mnemotcchu y has become 
v ery ex tensiv e and many sy stems of 
artificial memory hav e Ihh ii dev ise» 1 to 
help those whose ideas ami association: 
lack sequ ence, and who <!o not know 
how to set abou t the task of recollect in 
Bu t all these? are ou tside the real idea of 
cu ltiv ating the memory . 
They are aids 
to an u nu sed or u ntrained facu lty , not.li 
ing more. They are simp ly the ap p liea 
tion of mechanical force to help o u t a 
weak or enfeebled mu scle; they are not 
the mu scle itself.

in only one way —by sy stematic and p er­ 
sistent ex ercise.
